(1)  To  examine  and  make  a  list  of  places  where 
laboratory  work  for  graduate  students  in  politi¬ 
cal  science  can  be  done;

(3)  To  use  its  best  endeavors  to  obtain  scholarships 
for  this  laboratory  work,  and  to  secure  an  en¬ 
dowment  for  the  building  up  of  a  treiined  body 
of  public  servamts;  and, 

(4)  To  make,  if  possible,  a  system  of  card  records 
and  efficiency  standards  for  graduates  doing 
practical  work  in  political  science.
